The  1988  soccer  season  took  Hawk  fans  on  a  roller  coaster  ride.  Hopes  ran 
high  for  this  year's  Hawk  squad  despite  the  fact  they  would  be  playing  the 
toughest  schedule  in  the  school's  history.  The  ]  988  season  would  feature  only 
NCAA  Division  1  institutions. 

Although  QC  lost  three  starters  from  the  1987  team,  Coach  Mackenzie 
still  returned  both  his  leading  scorers  and  had  recruited  a  highly  touted 
goalkeeper.  He  set  two  goals  for  his  1988  squad.  Winning  both  the  regular 
season  conference  championship  and  tournament  championship  were  at  the 
top  of  Mackenzie's  list. 

The  roller  coaster  ride  began  with  three  victories  and  one  tie  in  their  first 
four  games.  After  a  heartbreaking  1-0  OT  loss  to  St.  Louis  U.,  QC  rebound- 
ed with  2-0  conference  win  over  Drake.  That  win  lifted  the  Hawks  to  2-0  in 
the  Big  Central  Conference  and  4-1-1  overall.  A  mid-season  swoon  saw  the 
Hawks  drop  their  next  four  games.  With  their  record  now  at  4-5-1 ,  visions  of 
the  3-14-1  1985  season  began  to  appear.  A  thrilling  1-0  win  over  SIL- 
Edwardsville  not  only  put  the  Hawks  atop  the  Big  Central  Conference  with  a 
3-0  record,  but  it  also  turned  their  entire  season  around.  Quincy  College 
would  go  on  to  win  eight  of  their  last  ten  games.  Included  in  those  eight  wins 
were  victories  over  Northern  Illinois  and  the  University  of  Cincinnati  to  give 
the  Hawks  the  regular  season  Big  Central  Conference  championship  with  a 
record  of  5-1.  A  last  second  goal  in  Greenville,  SC,  gave  the  Hawks  a  1-0 
victory  over  Furman  University.  The  win  rejuvenated  Quincy  College  as  they 
prepared  for  the  first  Big  Central  Conference  Tournament.  QC  defeated 
both  Northern  Illinis  and  SlU-Edwardsville  to  capture  the  conference  tour- 
nament. Coach  Mackenzie's  pre-season  goals  had  been  realized.  Quincy 
College  won  both  the  regular  season  and  tournament  championships  of  the 
Big  Central  Conference.

A  YOUNG  TEAM 


1 988  was  a  record-breaking  year  for  the  Lady  Hawks  as  they  finished  with  an  outstanding  1 1 -5- 1  record.  Head 
Co:ich  Bill  Postiglionc's  young  squad  tied  all-time  records  for  most  wins  in  a  season  with  1 1  and  most  goals  in  a 
season  with  39,  On  the  defensive  side,  the  Lady  Hawks  broke  all-time  records  for  most  shutouts  in  a  season  with  9, 
most  consecutive  shutouts  with  3.  and  fewest  goals  allowed  in  a  season  with  14.  QC  also  broke  into  the  Division  II 
Top  20  and  was  ranked  as  highly  as  1 1th  in  the  nation. 

Several  outstanding  individual  performances  sparked  the  Lady  Hawks  this  season.  Freshman  Katie  Ehlman 
broke  the  single  season  scoring  record  by  tallying  15  goals  including  hat  tricks  against  Missouri-Rolla  and 
Macalester.  She  was  named  to  the  Budweiser  National  All-Tournament  Team  and  was  a  First  Team  All-  Region 
selection  for  the  South  Region,  The  highlight  of  Miss  Ehlman*s  season  was  being  named  to  the  (NSCA.A)  NCAA 
Division  II  .-\11-American  team.  This  is  the  first  time  for  any  QC  women's  soccer  player  to  ever  achieve  this  honor. 
Freshman  Michelle  Hackett  broke  the  single  season  assist  record  with  10  assists  to  complement  her  5  goals.  Her 
performance  earned  her  MVP  honors  for  the  Quincy  Invitational  as  well  as  First  Team  All-Region  honors.  Two 
other  Lady  Hawks  were  recognized  by  the  regional  coaches.  Freshman  Missy  Miller  was  named  to  the  All-Region 
Second  Team  while  sophomore  Becky  Sanford  made  the  Honorable  Mention  All-Region  squad.  Miller  also 
received  Best  Defender  honors  at  the  Quincy  College  Invitational  and  another  freshman.  Tina  Bono,  was  named  to 
the  Budweiser  National  All-Tournanent  Team. 

Junior  goalkeeper  Jane  Schutte  also  enjoyed  an  outstanding  season  as  she  registered  6  shutouts  and  a  0.86  goals 
against  average.  Her  play  in  the  nets  earned  her  all-time  single  season  records  for  most  saves  with  84  and  most 
shutouts  with  6.  These  figures  also  added  to  two  other  records  for  most  saves  in  a  career  { 182)  and  most  shutouts^ 
in  a  career  t9). 

Two  seniors  played  their  last  games  as  Lady  Hawks  and  wrapped  up  outstanding  careers  at  Quincy  College. . 
Forward  Elizabeth  "Boo"  Krucky  finished  the  year  with  4  goals  and  2  assists.  These  figures  boosted  her  career 
totals  to  10  goals  and  8  assists  and  placed  her  in  a  tie  for  4th  in  both  categories  on  the  all-time  scoring  lists; 
Goalkeeper  Peggy  Moitershed  finished  her  career  by  shutting  out  Macalester  College  to  give  her  6  career 
shutouts.  She  retires  as  the  all-time  leader  in  wins  as  a  goalkeeper  with  1 7,  Season  highlights  included  winning  the 
championship  of  the  Quincy  College  Invitational  Tournament  as  well  as  making  a  strong  showing  in  the  Budweiser 
National  Tournament.  Other  highlights  included  wins  over  SIU-Edwardsville  and  Missouri-St.  Louis  for  the  first 
time  in  varsity  historv.
